|Gen. Stenger and Major Crusius, 
charged with having issued orders 
that wounded French 
be killed. The court decided that 
wounded French soldiers had been 
murdered by German troops 1D 
| August 1916; that the killing had 
l|heen done under orders of Major 
Crusius,, who thought he was act- 
ling under instructions from Gen. 
|Stenger; but that Gen. Stenger 


| was quite incapable of giving such 


have been crazy at the time to 
suppose that he could do so, The 
leourt accordingly has acquitted 
Stenger; but sentenced Crusius to 
ltwo years’ imprisonment—pre- 
sumably for having been out of 
his mind. That discloses the far- 
cieal criminality of the whole pro- 
leedure. If Crusius was insane at 
the time, or if the court believed 
him insane, he is jailed for doing
